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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during May were valued at £3,014,966, which shows 
an increase of £401,968, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the five months there was a decrease of £361,145, or 
nearly 3 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during May amounted to £1,721,093, as compared with 
£1,244,709 in 1908; the total for the five months was £8,033,120, an 
increase of £405,438 over the corresponding figures for 1908. There 
were decreases in a number of the principal articles ; agricultural imple- 
ments, cordage and twines, iron and_ steel, kerosene, machines and 
machinery, and timber, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for May amounted to £1,566,581, and show 
a decrease of £58,709 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the five months there was a decrease in the oversea 
exports of £46,140, as compared with last year. Minerals decreased by 
£691,000, and butter by £183,000; but wool £396,000, wheat 
£624,000, meats £181,000, and tallow £125,000, show substantial 
increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former 
during the five months increased by £554,824, but the latter decreased 


by £600,964. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for May show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,066,966, or £10,331 less than in May of last 
year. During the eleven months ended 3lst May the revenue was 
£12,375,292, being £541,995, or 4-2 per cent., less than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year. The principal increases in receipts during 
the eleven months were—From Railways and Tramways, £213,525; 
and Sydney Harbour Trust, £5,928. The returns from Common- 
wealth revenue decreased by £439,123; public lands, £16,708; and 
taxation, £212,317. The expenditure during May was £747,302, 
an increase of £4,055, as compared with May of last year. During 
the eleven months the expenditure was £11,974,420, being £752,722, or 
6-7 per cent., more than in 1907-8. Hxpenditure on Government 
Departments increased by £202,287, Business Undertakings by 
£405,085, and Interest payments by £66,050. On the 31st May, 
1909, the balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
£883,475. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during May was 13,041 oz. crude, equal 
to 9,897 oz. fine, valued at £42,039. The value of gold produced during 
the five months was £324,452, and showed a decrease of £85,864, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1908. 


Prices.—The general index number for May was higher than in April, 
and also higher than for May last year. The index number for 
pastoral produce was 1,122, for metals 1,053, and for all articles 1,205. 
Prices generally were higher than in the previous month, the principal 
Increases being in butter, wheat, and flour ; leather and tin showed a 
decrease in value. 


Meteorology.—During the month of May, rain fell in all the divisions of the- 
State, with the exception of the South Coast, where some of the stations 
reported little or no rain. In the coastal, northern, and central parts, 
the falls, though light, were generally well distributed. The most 
favoured areas were the far south-west, the Riverina, and the South- 
western Slopes, where falls approached very closely or exceeded the 
average. 


Land Selections.—During May 158 new settlers applied for 115,907 acres ; 
and 63,490 acres, representing 37 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 964, and the area applied for 707,055 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
597,785 acres, representing 539 blocks.
